Reason for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The after final amendment filed on Aug. 20, 2008 have been entered. The 
particular limitation of the claims in explicitly naming the solvent and the amount of acid 
thus demarcated the process from the prior art. The used of the particular solvent and the 
specific amount of acid is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the art of record.
